One of the most remarkable conventions 


that ever met in Georgia assembled yes- 


terday in Griffin. 

With but few exceptions every 
in the state was represented, and without 
@ single exception delegates were present 
from every senatorial district in the state. 
One hundred and four counties were repre- 
gented by delegations and others by proxy. 

From the. second, third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth 
congressional districts more than 500 del- 
egates were present when the convention

While the attendanqe was composed 
overwhelmingly of democratic representa- 
tives, including many of the most promi- 
nent democratic leaders of the state, nota-

Mr. Gardner didn’t open his mouth. Cap- 
tain Redding was there awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to reply, but Mr. Gardner said noth- 
ing, raising even no objection to the unan- 
imous report of the committee on resolu- 
tions. 

And so ended the only “incident” of the 
day. And when it was found that Mr. Gard- 
ner was a postmaster the convention dis- 
solved itself in general laughter.

THE ANSWER TO THE CALL. 


All Points of the State Represented, 
and Perfect Harmovy Prevailed. 


Griffin, Ga., July 18.—(Special,)—The an- 
swer to the call for the convention, as 
seen upon the streets of Griffin this morn- 
ing, was emphatic and convincing that the 
people of Georgia are fully aroused. There 
were delegates from Habersham and 
Greene, from Putnam and Douglas, from 
Richmond and Fulton, from Bibb and Cobb, 
from every district in the 
state and from every quarter of it, even 
from Decatur founty in the. southwest to 
the counties nestled up in the mountains 
of the northeast. They were here in hun- 
dreds, stalwart, earnest sons of Georgia, 
who have fought her battles both of war 
and of peace, who have builded up the com- 
munities that give character to the com- 
monwealth, and whose impress will mark 
and form the men of the generations yet 
to come. 

Every train brought its hundreds into 
the city. From Atlanta came the delegates 
from north Georgia; and from along the 
line of the Georgia railroad, prominent 
among them being the Rockdale delegation, 
whose banner attracted attention all day 
long. It bore a device of two hands, the 
one of an agriculturist, the other of an 
artisan, both tied, and shackled to an im- 
mense goldbug. It was the work of Mr, W 
J. McMillan, @ member of the delegation, 
and later in the day it was presented to ex- 
Senator Walsh. 

From Carrollton, Newnan and the neigh- 
boring towns came the personal friends of 
Governor Atkinson, the men who stormed 
the city last year on the occasion of the

The Resolutions Adopted. 

In the afternoon session, Hon. Clarence 
Wilson presiding, Captain E. P. Howell 
was required to read the report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions. He was loudly cheer- 
ed as he stepped to the front. In a few 
preliminary remarks he explained that the 
resolutions about to be read were such that 
no lover of his country could vote against 
them. The reading of the report was re- 
ceived with continuous approving applause, 
and their adoption was unanimous. 

After this the convention resolved itself 
into a love-feast of the most enthustastic 
kind.

As Mr. Glessner came forward Chair- 
man Walsh addressed the convention for 
fifteen minutes, speaking of the fight that 
was being made against silver and placing 
the responsibility where it belonged. He 
showed how the unfavorable conditions of 
commerce and industry had been brought 
about by dangerous financial legislation. 
While Senator Walsh was speaking the 
Bibb delegation arrived. It was headed by 
Congressman Charley Bartlett. With him 
were Hon. Robert Hodges, Minter Wimber- 
ly, Roland Ellis and several other promi- 
nent Maconites. All wore pretty badges. 
They were given a cheer ae they took their 
seats. 

Senator Walsh’s Speech. 

“The Bimetallic League of the County of

They say it is because the west 
has produced too much grain; it is because 
the south has produced too much cotton; 
that both of. these great Staples of this 
country are selling in the markets of the 
world for less than the cost of production, 
but it is not so much because of overpro- 
duction as because of underconsumption. 
(Applause.) 

“Here in our own southland what have 
we witnessed? To what a sad state have 
our producers fallen when their cotton sold 
in the markets of the world for less than 
cost. This left them so absolutely im- 
poverished—the great mass of our produc- 
ers—that they have not been able to pur- 
chase that cotton when it ig woven into 
fabrics. 

‘““Here you have a great state, a veritable 
empire in itself. There is no similar area 
of land in this union or in the wide ex- 
panse of the universe that is comparable 
to this state. In all of the essential things, 
in all of the great natural advantages to 
build up diversified manufactures and di- 
versified agricultural pursuits, Georgia 
has been Dountifully blessed. In the midst 
of this abundance we find enforced afflic- 
tion. I defy the proposition that is laid 
down by these. men who a short while ago 
were earnest bimetallists dnd were recog- 
nized advocates of the free coinage of ‘gold 
and silver, that thefe is more money today 
in this country at cheaper rates of inter- 
est than ever before. Is it among you, peo- 
ple of Georgia? Is it among the laboring 
people, among the producers of any of the 
southern states? No, my friends, it was 
never so scarce as it is today among the 
people of Georgia. 

“Now, it is not for me to outline what 
this convention will in its wisdom see prop- 
er to do, but I stand here as an advocate 
of that constitutional system of money 
which was engrafted into the fundamental 
law, and that is that nothing but gold and 


| Silver should be a tender in payment of 


debt. (Applause.) 

“That is the ccnstitutional provision that 
has been the principle and the practice of 
the democratic party from the foundation 
of this government up to this time. That 
is the principle for which you gentlemen 
are here today assembled; that is the prin- 
ciple to which you invite, invoke the aid 
of every citizen of Georgia without regard 
to party, without regard to past affiliations, 
to come and unite with you to stand for 
the money of the people, for the standard 
of honest money, that gold and silver shall 
be the money of final redemption (ap- 
plause) and that there shall not be one 
law for the rich man and another for the 
poor man. 

‘“‘We contend that if this country, by rea- 
son «of its great strength and its great 
power, restores silver to its constitutional 
right, gold and _ silver can be_ kept 
at a parity, one as good as the other. (Ap- 
plause.)

The resolutions were in full as follows: 

‘We, the representatives of the people 
of the state’ of Georgia, who favor the bi- 
metallic standard of both gold and silver, 
in convention assembied, indorse and 
adopt as the sentiments of the convention 
the following preamble and resolutions, 
adopted by the Memphis bimetallic conven- 
tidn, on the 13th day of June, 1895: 

“Whereas, Silver and gold coin have in 
all ages constituted the money of the 
world, were the money of the fathers of 
the republic, the money of history and of 
the constitution. 

“The universal experience of mankind 
has demonstrated that the joint use of both 
silver and gold coin as money constitute 
the most stable standard of value and 
that the full amount of both metals is 
necessary as a medium of exchange. 

“The demonetization of either of these 
historic metals means an appreciation in 
the value of money, a fall in the prices of 
commodities, a diminution of profits of 
legitimate business, a continued increase 
in the burden of debts, a withdrawal of 
money from the channels of trade and in- 
dustry, where it no longer yields a safe 
and sure return, and its idle accumulation 
in the banks ana the great money centers 
of the country. 

“There is no health or soundness in a 
financial system under which a hoarded 
dollar is productive of increase to its pos- 
sessor, while an invested dollar yields a 
constantly diminishing return, and under 
which fortunes are made by the actions of 
idle capital or by a persistent fall in the 
prices of commodities and a persistent 
dwindling in the margin of profits in al- 
most every branch of useful industry. Such 
a system is a premium on sloth and a pen- 
alty upon industry, and such a system is 


that which the criminal legislation of 1873 | 


has imposed upon this country. 

“The bimetallic standard of silver and 
gold has behind it the experience of ages 
and has been tested and approved by the 
enlightened and deliberate judgment of 
mankind. The gold standard is a depar- 
ture from the established policy of the 
civilized world with nothing to commend 
it but twenty-two years of depression and 
disaster to the people and extraordinary 
accumulation of wealth in the hands of a 
few. 

“There are some facts bearing upon this 
question recognized and admitted by all 
candid men, whether advocates of bimet- 
allism or of the single gold standard. Among 
these is the fact that the very year that 
marked the change from the bimetallic to 
the single gold standard is the very year 
that marked the change from a condition ef 
rising prices, large profits, general content- 
ment and great prosperity, to a condition of 
falling prices, diminishing profits, insecurity 
of investment, unemployed labor end a 
heavy depression in all branches of trade 
and industry. It is not a matter «f dispute 
among the honest advocates of ihe gold 
standard that general prosperity came to an 
end with the destruction of the Limetallic 
system, and that hard times, falling prices, 
idle working men and widespread cepres- 
sion came in with the gold staniard and 
prevails today, wherever the gold standard 
has been adopted. 

“Every international monetary conference 
that has been called, every demand in this 
country and in Europe for an international 
agreement to re-establish the bimetallic 
standard is a confession that the demoneti- 
zation of the. system was a blunder, if not 
a crimé, that its consequences have been 
disastrous and that the conditions that it 
has wrought are full of menace and of peril. 

“The logic of facts establishes beyond in- 
telligent question that the destruction of 
silver as primary money by a conspiracy of 
selfish interests is the cause of the wide- 
spread depression and suffering that began 
with the gold standard. There can be no 
restoration of prosperity, no permanent re- 
lief from prevailing conditions until the 
great cause has been removed by a complete 
restoration of silver to its proper place as a 
money metal, equal with gold. 

“We believe in a money of stable value: 
we believe least of all in an appréciating 
standard; it is only through the practical 
operation of bimetallism that a stable stan- 
dard of value can be secured: A standard 
constituted of money constantly increasing

“That we favor the immediate restora- 
tion of silver to tts former place as a full 
legal tender standard money equal with 
gold, and the free.and unlimited coinage 
6f both silver and gold at the ratio of 16 
to 1.and upon terms of exact equality. 

‘That while we should welcome the co- 
operation of other ‘nations we believe that 
the United States should. not wait uo 
the pleasure of foreign governments or the 
consent of foreign erediturs, but shouid 
themsélves proceed to reverse the ‘grinding 
process’ that is destroying the presperity 
of the people and shculd lead by their ¢@§*- 
ample the nations of the earth. 

“That the rights of the American people, 
the interests of American labor and the 
prosperity of. American industry have a 
higher claim to the consideration of the 
reople’s lawmakers than the greed of for- 
eign creditors, or the avaricious demands 
made by ‘idle holders of the capital.’ The 
right to regulate its own monetary systen 
in the interest of its own people is a right 
which ro free gcvernment can barter, scll, 
or surrender. This reserved right is a part 
of every bond, of every contract and of 
every obligation. No creditor or claimant 
can set up a right that can take prece- 
dence over a nation’s obligations to pro- 
rote the welfare of the masses of its own 
people. This is a debt higher and more 
binding than all other debts and one which 
is not only dishone#t, but treasonable to 
ignore. 

“Under the financial policy that now 
prevails we see the land filled with ‘dle 
and discontented workingmen and an ever- 
growing army of tramps, men whom lack 
of work and opportunity have made out- 
casts and beggars. At the other end we 
find that a few thousand families own one- 
half the wealth of the country. 

“The centralization of wealth has gone 
hand in hand with the spread of poverty. 
The pauper and the plutocrat are twin 
children of the same vicious and unholy 
system. The situation is full of menace 
to the liberties of the people and the life 
of the republic. The issue is enfranchise- 
ment or hopeless servitude. Whatever the 
power of money can do by debauchery and 
corruption to maintain its grasp on the 
law-making power will be done. We, there- 


| fore, appeal to the plain peop.e of the land 


with perfect confidence .n thefr patriotism 


‘and intelligence to arouse themselves to a 


full sense of the peril that confronts them 
and defend the citadel of their liberties 
with a vigilance that shall neither slumber 
nor sleep. 

‘*Resolved, further, That public office is 
a public trust; and that the use of public 
patronage for the purpose of molding 
public sentiment in the interest of plu- 
tocracy tends to sap and destroy the rights 
aud liberties of the masses. 

‘“‘Whereas, it is important to organize to 
enforce in one state the declaration of 
principles announced in these resolutions; 
therefore, 

“Resolved, That we call wpon the people 
of this state to organize in every county 
and militia district with the object in view 
to secure representatives, state and na- 
tional, who will favor these principles, 
ahd who will in good faith carry them out, 
without any straddling of evasion. 

“And to this end the chairman of this 
convention shall appoint a v.ce president 
from each congressional district, with two 
from the state at large, subject to ratifi- 
cation of this convention. Bach vice presi- 
dent shall see to the organization of bimet- 
allic clubs in each county in this. state, 
and each county shall see to the organ‘za- 
tion of militia districts and wards of their 
respective counties and cities.

Bimetallists Do Not Approve the DU 


Formation of a Now Party. IGARETTE 


Chicago, July 18.—The executive commit- 


== 


tee appointed at the Memphis free silver 
convention held a meeting here today. The 
Sentiment expressed seems to be that it 
would not be policy to form a new political 
party at this time. The leaders seem to 
favor a campaign of education, of organi- 
zation, or crystallization and waiting on 
the attitude of the old parties. 

“Party ties are too strong in my state,” 
said Congressmen Acklen, of Tennessee, 
“tO Warrant any attempt at forming a 
new party at present. The people are with 
us, but we must wait until their respective 
Parties refuse to recognize the coinage of 
silver before we ask them to break loose 
from present ties and cast their lot with 
a new party.”’ 

This sentiment was regarded as the key- 
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The meeting this forenoon and evening | 
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was a man whom everybody wanted to 
meet. He is generally, described as the 
man who, more than anybody else, con- 
trols the politics of Lincoln, and though a 
populist, he found a great many friends 
among the democrafs whom he had 
known in the past.

Nearly Two Thousand Men Employed at 
the Grounds. 


SITE FOR THE ILLINOIS BUILDING 


It Was Selected by Chairmen Abbott 
Yesterday Merning-Exhibits Have 
Commenced To Arrive» 


The fence around the exposition grounds 
is rapidly going up. It is rather artistic 
in “design and will make a neat and 
showy appearance when the work is fin- 
ished, 

Notice has already been served on the 


public that the gates will be closed after 


the Ist of August and no one will be ad- 
mitted to the grounds except on payment 
of the fee of admission. 

It is necessary to do this, as the crowds 
are daily becoming larger and larger and 
they fairly overrun the grounds. Be- 
sides this the work on the buildings has 
advanced to such a point that sight-seeing 
on the grounds is worth something and 
those who visit the buildings in process 
of erection ought to be willing, at this 
stage of the game, to pay something for 
that privilege. - 

Nearly All of Them Finished. 

The buildings finished up to date, or 
very nearly so, are the electricity build- 
ing, the transportation building, the agri- 
cultural building, the fine arts building, 
the forestry building, the machinery build- 
ing and the negro building. 

The finishing touches are being applied 
to the government building and also to 
the manufactures building. 

In a few days the woman’s building will 
be completed and ready for the installa- 
tion of exhibits. This will be one of the 
most picturesque and imposing structures 
on the grounds. The columns, on the 
south portico of the building, have not 
yet been put in position, but as soon as 
this is done the architectural beauty of 
the building will be seen to full advan- 
tage. 

State Buildings Going Up. 

In addition to the work on the main 
buildings work is also rapidly progressing 
on the state buildings. : 

These are scattered about the different 
parts of the grounds, where convenient 
space could be found. The Massachusetts, 
New York and Pennsylvania buildings will 
be on the grounds of the driving club and 
the California state building will be just 
in the rear of the government building. 

Pennsylvania has made application for 
additional spd@ee and a complete exhibit 
of the resources of that state will be 
made. 

The Georgia state building and the Geor- 
gia manufacture’s’ building will both be 
commodious structures. The latter will 
be mear ithe railroad entrance to the 
grounds. The building is rapidly going 
up and has already commenced to assume 
proportions. A commanding arch will 
crown the structure. 

The low grounds below the building and 
just to the left of the railroad track, on 
entering the grounds, will be occupied by 
Buffalo Bill's wild west show. 

The Japanese and Chinese villages are 
looming up on the banks of the lake and 
will be completed in a few days. Several 
Japanese were on the grounds yesterday. 

More than 2,000 men are at work on the 
buildings and the grounds have been con- 
verted into a noisy sceme of confusion. 

The auditorium will be finished in two or 
three weeks and the main entrance, in.- 
cluding the administration building, will 
also be completed by the middle of August. 

Every inch of space on the grounds has 
been conceded and the buildings will have 
to occupy close quarters. 

Illinois in the Field. 

The site for the Illinois state building 
was fixed yesterday morning. 

Mr. Willis J. Abbott, who arrived in the 
city from Chicago at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, was driven out to the 
grounds and shown the sites of the dif- 
ferent buildings. 

He Was delighted with the progress of 
the work and expressed himself in generous 
terms of the enterprise displayed by the 
people of Atlanta. 

A site for the Illinois building was ge- 
lected on the hill not far from the Massa- 
chusetts building. 

Work will commence immediately and no 
time will be lost. 

Mr. Abbott says that all Chicago is in- 
terested in the exposition and that hun. 
dreds of people are coming to Atlanta in 
the fall. The dimensions of the Illinois 
building will be forty by forty. 

The 2ist of October has been set apart 
as Connecticut day. The resources of 
the Nutmeg State will be fully exhibited. 

A meeting of the fireworks committee 
was held yesterday morning and Paine & 
Sons received the recommendation of the 
committee. The directors will act upon 
the matter today. 

The water is rapidly flowing into the 
lake and that body is beginning to assume 
a smooth, crsystal appearance, 

Hundreds of visitors flock to the ground 
daily and the merchants and venders on 
the grounds are doing a good business.
